The Western Oil. Examiner of Cal- 
gary, carries the following informa- 
tion in the current issue:— ; 

Possibilities of ‘heavier production 
at Wainwright Development No, 1 at 
Wainwright than was originally in- 
dicated, has been suggested by sev- 
eral visitors to the field, Pumping 
arrangements have not heen altogeth 
er satisfactory and news this week 
again brings up the possibility of 
improving the reéovery. 

Last week end the pump broke 
down and production was intcfrupted 
for about three days, Repairs en- 
abled the resumption of production 
by Wednesday when, in a period of 
12 hours the well gave at the rate 
of 32 bbl, a day, It is estimated that 
to achieve this, some 800 ft. must 
have been built. up in the hole dur- 
ing the shut down, indicating a heav 
ier volume than the company has yet 
been able to recover, . 

Average production at the well is 
something less than 10 bbl, a day to 
the present, but it ‘is felt that this 
could be improved, although officials 
are not yet clear as to the best meth 
od to be employed,. It is likely that 
some steps to improve the recovery 
will be under way in the near future.

Cotton for War 
Maltiplies 11 Times 


Montreal—The extent to which 
some large business firms in Canada 
have thrown themsélves into the war 
effort is indicated by comparative 
figures released here today by Domin 
ion’ Textile Company Limited, 

The information shows that the cot 
tons textile industry of Canada is 
already 11 times ahead of its 1914- 
1918 war production records. Many 
of the mills are running almost 100 
per cent on the manufacture of direct 
war materials or essential production 
which has an indirect bearing on the 
war, This fact is all the more in- 
spiring when it is considered that the 
cotton industry, even in wartime, 
must maintain a certain percentage 
of its civilian production to clothe 
the nation and provide specific tex- 
tile necessities of life, 

At present it is estimated that 215 
million yards of direct war products 
and other essential . materials are 
turned out by the industry in a year’s 
time. Among these items are anti- 
gas cloth, aircraft fabric, camouflage 
cloth and netting, tire fabrics for 
army equipment, gun covers, para- 
chute strapping yarn, webbing for 
rifle and machine gun slings, water 
proof materials for the navy and mer 
chant marine, bandage cloth and 
scores of other products including, ‘of 
{course, uniform cloth and linings. 

Two other figures are of particular 
|interest, The company reports that 
its plant employees now earn 28 per 
cent more: per hour than at the out 
break of war, and that it pays 434 
per cent more to the government in 
taxes than its several thousand share 
holders receive in dividends,

Officials of the Alberta Motor Asso 
ciation point out that, according to 
an estimate of the Industrial Accept 
ance Corporation, coasting is saving 
Australian motorists “as much as 20 
per cent’” even more, in gasoline con 
sumption. 

Even without free wheeling and 
such devices, coasting resorted to ju- 
diciously is relatively safe and saves 
considerable gasoline, Long, gentle 
grades free of sharp turns and inter 
sections, are ideal coasting courses, 

For the motorist not familiar with 
the procedure, the following sugges 
tions may be of value: Just before 
starting a safe coasting descent, the 
clutch should be disengaged, and the 
ignition shut off simultaneously. The 
gear set lever may then be moved to 
the neutral position and the clutch 
permitted to re-engage, 

An eye should be kept on the speed 
ometer to make gure that the car 
does not accelerate unduly—a danger 
because the “dead” engine does not 
of course, provide the accustomed 
audible warning, When the road be 
comes level and the car decelerates 
| to approximately 25 miles per hour, 
‘the engine should be started, the 
clutch disengaged, the gear-set lever 
nursed into high, and the clutch gent 
ly re-engaged, the engine, of course,
